While 
ev«ry man charged with crime should be prosecuted vigorously and 
aH.:legitimats means employed to bring the guilty to punishment, 
trick and device and tampering with prospective jurors cannot be 
countenance 1 if the law is to be held in respect by the public and 
trials conducted impartially. 
Blake is being tried for offering, as 


is alleged by the prosecution, a bribe to a venireman likely to be 
summoned 35 a talesman in the Ruef trial. If guilty, he should be 
punished to the full extent of the law, and so should every man 
who tries tc influence jurymen, whether by bribes, persuasion or 
coercion. The practice of "trying out" and cunningly prejudicing 
prospective jurors should be summarily stopped, and wilt be if the 
rt$e announced yesterday by Judge Dunne is adhered to by other 
Judges.
